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CODE. OF ETHICS FOR DIRECTORS AND FUNCTION 
NARXES OF EXCHANGES 

The Bye-laws of The Hyderabad Stock Exchange Limited 
be and are hereby amended by incorporating a new Bye¬ 
law No. 363 A on Code of Ethics for Directors and Func¬ 
tionaries of Exchanges : 

363 A—CODE OF ETHICS : 

Objectives and Underlying Principles : 

The Code of Ethics for Directors and Functionaries of 
the Exchange seeks to establish a minimum level of busi¬ 
ness/professional ethics to be followed by these Functiona¬ 
ries! towards establishing a fair and transparent market¬ 
place. The Code of Ethics is based on the following funda¬ 
mental principles : 

* Fairness and transparency in dealing with matters 
relating to the Exchange and the Inves ors. 

* Compliance with all Laws/Rules, Regulations laid 
down by Regulatory Agencies Exchange. 

* Exercising due diligence in the performance of duAs. 

* Avoidance of conflict of interest between self inte¬ 

rests of Directors/Functionaries and am. test-, of 
Exchange and Investors. 

Definitions : 

1. Functionaries : Functionaries of the Exchange to whom 
this code shall be applicable shall be decided by the Ex¬ 
change but shall include all officials of the rank of General 
Manager and above. 

2. Family : Family membets will include dependent 
spouse, dependent children, dependent parents. 

3. Securities : Securities for the purpose of this code 
shall not include Mutual Fund Units and Government Secu¬ 
rities. 

Ethics Committee : 

For overseeing implementation of this code, an Ethics 
Committee shall be constituted by every Exchange under 
the respective Governing Board. .Mot more th;.n~40% of 
the Members of this Committee shall be Elected Directois/ 
Exchange Members. 

1. GENERAL STANDARDS : 

1. Directors and Functionaries shall endeavour to pto- 
mote greater awareness and understanding of ethical respon- 
sibilities. 

ii. Directors and Functionaries, in the conduct of their 
business shall observe high standards of commercial honour 
and just and equitable principles of Uade . 

iii. The conduct of Directors and Functionaries in business 
life should be exemplary which will set a standard for other 
members of the Exchange to follow. 

Civ) Directors and Functionaries shall not use their posi¬ 
tion to do or get favours from the Executive or Administ¬ 
rative Staff of the Exchange, supplies of the Exchange or 
any listed company at the Exchange. 

(v) Directors and Functionaries shall not commit any act 
which will put the reputation of the Exchange in jeopardy. 

(vi) Directors, Committee Members and Functionaries of 
the Exchange should comply with all the Rules and Regula¬ 
tions applicable to the securities market. 

2. PROHIBITION ON DEALINGS IN SECURITIES IN 
PROPRIETARY ACCOUNT BY ELECTED OFFICE BEA¬ 
RERS OF THE EXCHANGE (PRESIDENT/VICE PRESI¬ 
DENT/TREASURER) : 


Elected Office Bearers (President/Vice President /Treasurer) 
of the Exchange shall refrain from proprietary trades in 
securities, directly or indirectly, during the period of holding 

office. 

3. DISCLOSURE OF DEALINGS IN SECURITIES 3Y 
FUNCTIONARIES OF THE EXCHANGE : 

(i) Functionaries of the Exchange shall disclose on a 
periodic basis as determined by the Exchange (which could 
be monthly), nil their dealings in securities, directly or in- 
direcity. to the Governing Board/Ethics Committee/designated 
Compliance Officer. 

(ii) Tire dealings in securities shall also be subject to 
trading restrictions for securities about which Functionaries 
m the Exchange may have non-public price sensitive informa¬ 
tion. Requirement laid down under SEBI Insider Trading 
Regulations may be referred in this regard. 

I iii) All Iransactions must be of an investment nature 
and not speculative in nature. Towards this and, all securities 
purchased must be held for a minimum period of 60 days 
before they are sold. However, in specific/exceptional cir¬ 
cumstances, sale can be effected any time by obtaining pre- 
clearance from the Compliance Officer or any other designa¬ 
ted authority who will be empowered to waive this condi- 
lion after recording in writing his satisfaction in his regard. 

4. DISCLOSURE OF DEALINGS IN SECURITIES BY 
DIRECTORS OF THE EXCHANGE : 

(i Directors (other than elected Office Bearers as per 
Clause 2) of the Exchange shall disclose on a periodic basis, 
as determined In Ihe Exchange (which could be monthly), 
their proprietary trading, directly or indirectly, to the Ethics 
Committee. 

(ii) All Directors shall also disclose on a periodic basis 
as above, the trading conducted by Firms/Corporate Entities 
in which they hold 20% or more beneficial interest or hold a 
controlling interest, to the Ethics Committee. 

Directors who are Government of India Nominees or 
Nominees of G jvernment of India Statutory Bodies or Fin¬ 
ancial Institutions and are governed by their own codes shall 
be exempt from, this requirement. 

5. AVOIDANCE OF CONFLICT OF INTEREST : 

(i) No Director of the Governing Board or member of any 
Committee of the Exchange shall participate in any decision 
making/adjudication in respect of any person/matter in which 
he is in any way. directly or indirectly, concerned or inter¬ 
ested. 

(.ii) Whether the'e is any conflict of interest or not in a 
matter, should be decided bv the Governing Board. 

6. DISCLOSURE OF BENEFICIAL INTEREST : 

Ml Dilectors and Functionaries shall disclose to the Gov- 
ning Board, upon assuming office and during their tenure 
in office whenever the following aries : 

(i) any fiduciary relationship of self and family members 
and rectorsiiip/pd.tiiership of self an! family 
members in any broking outfit, 

(iii share holding, in cases where the share holding of 
the Director, diiec.y or iniough his family exceeds 
5% in any listed company on the Exchange or in 
other cnaties j elated to the capital markets, 

(iii) any other buiness interests. 

7 ROLE OF HE PRESIDENT/CHAIR MAN AND DIREC¬ 
TORS IN TRE DAY TO DAY FUNCTIONING OF 1BE 

EXCHANGE . 

(i) The President and Directors shall not intetfeie in 
(he daj to day functioning of the Exchange and 
hall limit their role to decision making on policy 
issues and to issues as the Governing Board may 
decide. 
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(ii) The Ethics Committee may design de Senior Office 
of the Exchange as Complimce Officer for executing 
the requirements laid down by it. 


(ii) The President and Directors sh..ll .ilv-tain from in¬ 
fluencing the employe \ < f the I athence in conduct¬ 
ing their day to day activities. 

(iii) President and Directors shall not toe directly, 
involved in the function of appointment and pro¬ 
motion of employees unless specifically so decided 
by the Governing Board. 

8. ACCESS TO INFORMATION 

(i) Directors shall call for information only as part ot 
specific committees or as may be authorized by the 
Governing Board. 

(ii) There shall he prescribed channels through which 
information shall move and further there shall be 
audit trail of the same. Any retrieval of confiden¬ 
tial documents 'information shall be properly record¬ 
ed. 

(iii) All such information, especially which L non-public 
and price sensitive, siiail he Vcp ! eoufi >enfi:i! and 
not be used for any personal .ttTwe i.iion .urn. 

(iv) -Any information i elating to the business/operations 
of the Exchange, which may come to the knowledge 
of Directors/Functionaries during performance of 
their duties shall be held in strict confidence, shall 
not be divulged to any third party anti shall not be 
used in any matter except for the performance of 
their duties. 

9. MISUSE OF POSITION : 

(i) Directors/ Committee Members shall not use their 
position to obtain business or any pecuniary beneti. 
(as intermediaries like brokers or in any other capa¬ 
city like professional or consultancies) in the organi¬ 
zation for themselves or family members. 

10. ETHICS COMMITTEE TO LAY DOWN PROCEDURES 

AND DESIGNATE COMPLIANCE OFFICER . 

(i) The Ethics Committee shall lay down procedures 
for the implementation of the code and prescribe 
reporting formats for 'he disclosures required under 
the code. 


While the objective of this code is lo enhance the level 
of market integrity and - investor confidence, i! is emphasized 
that a written code of ethics may not completely guarantee 
adherence to high ethical standard. This run be accom¬ 
plished only if Directors and Functional ie.s of the Exchange 
comini; themselves co the task of enhaniru' ihe fulness and 
integrity ot the system in letter and spirit.
